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THE FARMER AND FOREIGN POLICY. 


Charles H. Grasty, who, by the way, is 
a former Sedalia newspaper man, writes 
fiom Coblenz, Germany, to the New York 
Times: 
“If the farmer would look up and 
out a little, he might 
find 
the real 
cause of his 
recent 
distress 
That 
cause is mainly the paralysis and dis­ 
location in Europe. 
It is here on the 
Rhine that the question of the Ameri­ 
can farmers' prosperity, or the reverse, 
will be settled. 
If the spirit of mu­ 
tuality of interest can be applied east 
and west of the Rhine, and France and 
Germany can be brought together in 
some economic solution, the American 
farmer will be able to sell his products 
md will prosper. If the post-war quar­ 
rels go on, and European industry con­ 
tinues to be paralyzed, there will be no 
solid prosperity for the American far­ 
mer and, sooner or later, every other 
American interest will become involv­ 
ed in the general depression." 
All this is true and plain, and has been 
plain ever since the war ended. 
Neverthe­ 
less, it is hardly fair to blame the farmer 
for failure to perceive it as clearly as is de­ 
sirable. In the first place, the average far­ 
mer is not trained for thinking along these 
lines. In the second place, he has been de­ 
ceived and imposed upon by politicians to 
such an extent as to obscure the main fact 
— namely, that his prosperity is dependent 
upon Europe’s recovery and that for this 
reason if for no other, the agricultural in­ 
terests of America should have protested 
with all their strength against the adminis­ 
tration’s policy of isolation. 
Not the far­ 
mers, but those w ho have misled them, are 
to blame. 
But all this is water that has run under 
the mill. 
The practical question now con­ 
cerns the future, not the past. 
It appears 
that the insane policy of isolation is about 
to be abandoned. 
In the presence of the 
imminent danger of a German collapse and 
a break between England and France, the 
administration seems to be mustering cour­ 
age at last to defy, at least in a measure, 
the political elements which have held it 
enthralled and paralyzed so far as foreign 
policy was concerned. 
It needs and will 
need all the encouragement it can get. 
It 
is peculiarly susceptible to political threats 
and bluster, and it may easily be frightened 
into inactivity again or at least deterred 
from undertaking a really 
effective 
pro­ 
gram of cooperation in European affairs. 
What are the farmers going to do? Are 
they going to recognize the plain fact point­ 
ed out by Mr. Grasty and by hundreds of 
others before him, that the American far­ 
mer cannot be prosperous as long as Eu­ 
rope is in chaos and that by far the great­ 
est thing the government can do for the far- 
is to adopt a policy of full cooperation 
in world affairs, calculated to restore Eu­ 
ropean peace and European industrial wel­ 
fare? 
If so, if the farmers see this truth 
and act accordingly, 
the 
administration 
need not fear the anger of the Borahs, the 
Hiram Johnsons and the Hearsts. 
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HARVEY CONFESSES. 


Ambassador Harvey, now* in this coun­ 
try for conference with Secretary Hughes, 
says that “Europe is facing the most de­ 
spairing outlook in history.” 
It is by no 
means certain that the outlook for Europe 
is any blacker than it was a year ago or six 
months ago. At worst, it is not much black­ 
er than it was then and it is possible that 
conditions have improved a little. 
But all 
will agree that the situation is not satisfac- 
j 


tory and that it is bristling with dangers to 
the peace and welfare not only of Europe 
but of the world. 
The interesting and 
novel fact at present is that Mr. Harvey ad­ 
mits this and even emphasizes it. 
What a commentary* his statement is on 
the policy of which he has been one of the 
leading advocates and upon the administra­ 
tion which he was so largely instrumental 
iii setting up I That policy and that admin­ 
istration were guaranteed by Mr. Harvey 
to prevent the catastrophe which he now 
declares is imminent. 
Beat Wilson, repect 
the treaty, smash the League, and every­ 
thing w’ould be all right after a little and 
peace and prosperity would return under 
the wise and beneficient management of a 
republican government. 
Wilson was beaten, the treaty was re­ 
jected, the League was smashed, and the 
republican government has been function­ 
ing for nearly two years; and now Harvey 
himself announces that overwhelming dis­ 
aster is at hand and there is no hope. The 
republican prescriptions which he guaran­ 
teed have proved utterly futile by his own 
admission, and the very things that Wood­ 
row Wilson warned us of are coming true. 
For our part, w*e still hope that they will 
not actually come true, and we base this 
hope on the fact that the administration at 
Washington seems at least to be recogniz­ 
ing its folly and appears to be beginning to 
change its ways. 
There may still be time 
to avert the crash. 
But the Harvey confes­ 
sion stands nevertheless, as one of the most 
interesting recent contributions to a great 
and celebrated discussion. 


GREATER PROSPERITY FOR 1923.

Fiom the Kansas City Journal. 


Secretary Herbert Hoover, perhaps the 
most authentic and analytical observer of 
world and domestic economics, says busi­ 
ness and industry can regard the last year 
with satisfaction and look forward to con 
tinued prosperity during the first months 
of 1923. 
Various federal bureaus and de­ 
partments, with a most convincing array of 
figures, set forth the increased industrial 
activity, the higher prices received by far­ 
mers, and a decline in food prices. 
There is hardly a discordant note in this 
general song of prosperity. Only one thing 
is mentioned which is not as it should be— 
the prevalent car shortage. 
While condi­ 
tions today are no doubt uniformly better 
than they have been since the period of de­ 
pression, they have become so in spite of 
the transportation 
situation 
and 
not be­ 
cause of it. 
Over the same wire with Hoover’s state­ 
ment came new*s of a coal famine in New* 
York while the city is threatened by a bliz­ 
zard. 
What is the reason? 
There is an 
abundance of coal in the ground and there 
is a surplus of miners to dig it. There is a 
tremendous demand for coal everywhere. 
Yet in the coal fields 
of 
southeastern 
Kansas, for example, the mine whistles are 
not blowing every morning because there 
are not sufficient cars to deliver the coal 
after it is mined. 
While New York shivers, and w hile vari­ 
ous other parts of the country are danger­ 
ously near a coal shortage, miners are idl­ 
ing away their time because the American 
transportation system is not capable of tak­ 
ing care of the demands on it. 
The w*hole nation may well be gratified 
at Mr. Hoover’s message of optimism. But 
it remains a fact readily apparent that this 
country will never enjoy prosperity to its 
fullest extent and industry will never be ex­ 
panded to its maximum until there is a 
transportation system capable of handling 
the nation’s needs. 
Railroads are absolute essentials to such 
a system, but their service always will be 
handicapped when they are subjected to 
injudicious and inconsistent regulation by 
the government. Another essential is great 
motor truck lines, hauling farm products at 
a minimum of cost. 
A still greater essen­ 
tial is the improvement of inland w ater­ 
ways— the navigation of the Missouri and 
the completion of the Great Lakes-St. Law­ 
rence project. 
The official survey of the situation is en­ 
couraging. 
A still more optimistic report 
will be possible once the nation is relieved 
of its present transportation shortcomings.

The art of making glass was prob­ 
ably first learned in Egypt. A large 
number of glass dishes anti vases 
have been found in the v alley of the 
Nile. 
They were made more than 
4,000 years ago. 
Some of them fell 
to yieces when touched by J he find­ 
ers. This happened where the glass 
had been rather poorly made. 
Glass is usually made by melting 
sand and other substances together, 
Sometimes soda is melted with the 
f-and. sometimes lime or salt. 
Now 
and then powdered flint is used 
in 
place of sand. 
The Egyptians made glass out of 
about tho same things now common­ 
ly used, but their glass almost al­ 
ways had some color in it. 
Usually 
it was greenish or yellowish. 
To melt the sand, soda, lime and 
salt, a very hot fire had to be made. 
One of our pictures shows 
glass 
workers blowing a fire to make it 
hot enough. 
After the melting took 
place, the glass was like a thick syr­ 
up—it was soft and could b** dipped 
out of the bowl or jar in which it 
had been heated. 
The liquid glass was then placed 
in stone molds, or Vise it was blown 
into *hape by men who held long 
tubes in their mouths. Two men blow 
ing a large vase 
into 
shape 
are 
shown. 
While the glass was still hot and 
soft, the men blew and thinned it 
out. 
The breath made 
the 
glass 


grow' in size, about the Same way as 
breath blown into a toy balloon. 
Many were the odd uses cf glass 
in old Egypt. 
The eyes and 
eye­ 
brows of statues were often made of 
glass. All manner of sparkling jew- 
els were really glass. Images of ani­ 
mals and birds were 
often 
made. 
One of there shows a monkey on all 
fours smelling a piece of fruit. 
The 
Egyptians sometimes 
taught 
mon­ 
keys to climb trees :.nd pick fruit.
